In fact we know 
some who havea peculiar faculty of wheed- 
ling those who love to be flattered into their 
interest by this cause, but we always choose 
to “speak right on” in plain simple language 
approving Tere we can, and condemning 
where we must; but to the extract. 


Exceplionable Manner of Reporting some 
Missionary Meetings.—We notice with pain 
the manner in which some recent meetings, 
held in the United States, N. A. are report- 
ed; and we here mention the subject, be- 
cause the evil occasionally discovers itself, 
though in a less degree, in this country: and 
we cannot but hope, that, when once set in 
its proper light, the conductors and report- 
ers of meetings for religious purposes will 
labor to feel and speak and write in a man- 
ner more accordant with the spirit of the 
Gospel. j 

In reference to one of the meetings, it is 
said; ‘A very appropriate prayer was offer- 
ed’—‘A Farewell Address was delivered, re- 
plete with sound sense, clothed in ‘words 
that burned’—One spoke ‘in a chaste and 
elevated style.2. He was ‘eloquent and im- 
pressive.’ Another ‘exceeded himself.’— 
‘The choir performed admirably—The 
hymus were sung with sneh taste and spir- 
it? One ‘produced an electrifying effect.’ 

Of another meeting, it is said in reference 
to one speaker, that ‘he addressed the meet- 
ing in a calm, dignified, and impressive 
manner;’ of another, that he ‘followed ina 
neat, pertinent speech, replete with Chris- 
tian philanthropy; and as it is added, of 
soine missionaries about to sail, that they 
delivered ‘chaste and touching addresses. 
The self-devotion of these young men to the 
best of causes, the unshaken confidence and 
trustin God, expressed in firm, unfaltering 
language, awakened indescribable emotions 
in all present.’ One speaker delivered an 
eloquent and powerful speech receiving, as 
it justly merited, the admiratioa of the crow- 
ded auditory. It was, in fuet, one of his 
best efforts.’ To crown all, it is added, of 
an unmarried female, about to embark as a 
teacher, that she ‘was prevailed upon to 
make afew remarks,’ and that her ‘moving 
and pathetic strains melted the hearts of all. 
It wastruly a sublime spectacle, to behold a 
young lady, of fine education and accom- 
plished manners, sacrificing her prospects 
in a civilized and polished country—even 
severing the most delicate ties of life for the 
holy object, the noble satisfaction, of in- 
structing the benighted children of Africa— 
of ‘direeting the young idea how to shoov’ 
for this world and for eternity,’ The re- 
porter remarks— 

‘It is not intended to draw any distinction 
touching the relative merits of the different 
addresses; they were all of the best style and 
taste: the very words were spoken as they 
ought to have been—of the proper number 
—in the happiest way—and at the precise 
time; but there were some remarks of the 
Rev. Mr. Nevin so well conceived, so ad- 
mirably in point, that we cannot fail to no- 
tice them. ‘While the proposition for the 
fifieen was carrying so handsomely, you 
gave,’ said Mr. N., alluding to the recent 
expenditures on the balloon ascension, 
‘5000 dollars to see a man go half a mile to- 
ward heaven—how much will you give to 
send a continent of precious souls all the 
way to glory?’
